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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF. THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


All the schools in town have been taught thirty-six weeks, except 
the Westville school, which lost one week through failure to secure a 
teacher. The table attached to this report will show the whole num- 
ber of scholars and the average attendance in each school. ‘This has 
been about the same as last year. ‘The attendance in No. 2 deserves 
special commendation. ‘The Westville school has been much broken 
up by sickness — the measles in the spring term, and scarlet fever in 
the fall and winter. We think that parents in this district should take 
more care to prevent the spread of contagious diseases. ‘lwenty of 
our scholars have attended school out of town a part or the whole of 
the year; anda few have been out of school on account of work or 
sickness. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Some suitable provision ought to be made for the Primary school 
at the Centre at once. ‘The families living in the southwest corner of 
the town, whose children now belong to school No. 1, ask for a school- 
house and school which shall better accommodate them. As by the 
last enumeration there are 68 scholars within the territory assigned to 
this school, and the seating capacity of the schoolhouse is only 48, this 
request seems to be reasonable and your School Board are of the 
opinion that it ought to be granted. 
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TEXT BOOKS. 


A large portion of the text-books furnished by the town, having 
been in use six years, had become worn out and unfit for use. It 
seemed to be for the benefit of the schools, as well as good economy, 
to replace them with new and improved books, turning in the worn out 
ones in part payment. ‘This has been done with the Readers, Spellers, 
and Geographies, and should be followed by a change in Grammars 
and Arithmetics soon. ‘This change has somewhat increased the bill 
for supplies this year, but as the books are all new, they will last sev- 
eral years with little expense to keep up the supply. Parents should 
instruct their children to use their school books carefully, and will be 
expected to pay for unreasonable damages. 

CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


All the schools have been in a prosperous condition throughout 
the year. ‘The teachers employed have done faithful and efficient 
work and have given good satisfaction. On account of the building of 
the town hall, we were obliged to put the Primary school at the Centre 
into the school room with the Grammar school, much to the incon- 
venience and disadvantage of both teachers and pupils. About the 
middle of the second term, the use of the hall over the store was se- 
cured for the Primary department, and both departments have been 
able to do better work since the separation. ‘The excellent work of 
the Primary school has been continued throughout the year, under the 
instruction of Miss Carrie L. Hills. Vhe good discipline of the Centre 
school during the winter term, under Mr. W. 5S. Frye, is worthy of 
special mention. ‘lhe Westville school, Miss J]. E. Marrs, teacher, has 
made marked improvement in discipline and study. ‘The scholars in 
No. 2 evidently appreciate their school privileges, as is shown by their 
regular attendance, good behavior and advancement. No. 4 is small, 
the pupils young, but the work has been satisfactory. 

Our public schools are the corner-stone of the great republic, and 
should be kept up to a high standard. ‘The great idea of the public 
school is to develop a noble manhood and womanhood ; to fit our 
youth for citizenship and the proper discharge of the duties they owe 
to their business, their family, and the community. So far as our 
schools accomplish this, they are a success; and so far as they do not 
accomplish it, they are a failure. It is very important that while they 
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improve the intellect, they should build up character, and while they 
impart knowledge, they should strengthen and stimulate virtue and 
good moral principles. ‘That school is best disciplined whose pupils 
are taught that petty meanness must be eradicated, self-control be cul- 
tivated, habits’of industry be established, and authority maintained and 
respected. Firmness must be used to teach these lessons if kindness 
fails. ‘The good of the whole must not be allowed to suffer on account 
of the insubordination of the few. When children are disciplined at 
home every time they receive punishment at school, it has a salutary 
effect. We ask the hearty co-operation of all our citizens with the 
teachers and school board in their efforts to improve the condition of 
our schools. ‘The power for good or evil that can be exercised over 
them by the people cannot be estimated. One hour’s conversation of 
the parents at home may undo the work of the teacher for a long time, 
when, by taking a firm stand in favor of the teacher, they may do much 
good to their own children and the whole school, without realizing it. 
We welcome any suggestion that will tend to benefit our schools or in 
any way increase their usefulness; but criticisms that are given in an 
unfriendly manner, to hinder the progress, to teat down the good in- 
fluences, or to make matters worse in any way, are not beneficial, but 
pernicious in their effect. A visit to the school room and a talk with 
the teacher would often correct a hasty judgment that has been formed 
from the report of some child who has been corrected for a misde- 
meanor. School life is short, and in these few formative years school 
and study should have the first place in the thoughts of pupil and 
parent alike, and should occupy as large a portion of every day as is 
consistent with health. 

‘The public schools have been the nurseries of our patriots, our 
statesmen, and our most honored and useful citizens. ‘They are an 
American institution, and their downfall would be the knell of the 
downfall of our great republic. ‘There is no other institution dearer to 
the hearts of the American people than that which secures an educated 
and intelligent people. Let us therefore maintain inviolate and heart- 
ily support our public schools, that our nation may ever be the home 
of liberty and of a free and intelligent people.
